Unless Reduction In Clerical Budget 
le Obtained from Vatican Rupture 
Is Likely to Take Place. 

The struggle which the Vatican hi 
been carrying on with France has r 
suited In many of the exiled orders 
taking refuge in Spain and this has 
created a condition of affairs there 
that has brought the question of the 
relations of the Vatican to the church 
in Spain to a climax, so that there 
seems to be no doubt that, unless the 
present government of Spain can suc- 
ceed in inducing the Vatican to accept 
a reduction of some $200,000 In the 
clerical budget and acknowledge the 
regularity of the civil marriage, a rup- 
ture will take place between Madrid 
and Home which may even lead to the 
denunciation of the Concordat of 1851. 
In the meantime, the cardinal primate 
of Spain, Mgr. Sancha, archbishop of 
Toledo, la doing his best to effect an 
understanding by reminding the gov- 
ernment of the obligations for mora]

of making certain concessions toward 
the liberal movement in Spain. 

The problem to be solved Is really 
more of a financial and a social than 
a religious one. The financial side la 
aggravated from three sources. The 
money which the government pays 
outright to the clergy, the expense to 
the country at large of the thousands 
of monks and friars who have estab- 
lished themselves after being driven 
out of France, and founded schools 
and colleges for both sexes; and the 
immense amount of treasure which 
the Vatican annually takes out of the 
country — however high may be the ex 
change from paper money into gold, 
in gold the Vatican is paid, and the 
tithes which It gathers from all 
sources in Spain are said to represent 
annually some $9,000,000. 

The state spendB annually for the 
church some 41,000,000 pesetas, or 
$8,200,000. According to the latest sta- 
tistics, the total number of religious 
communities throughout the country 
la 3,115, containing 50,933 members. 
Of these, 2,686 communities are for 
women, with 40,188 members, and 529 
for men, with 10,745 members. The 
number of those which sought and ob- 
tained registration by the gov- 



tlon being of a permanent and 
definite character In the case of 
1,201. and of a provisional kind 
for 1,410. Registration was temporar- 
ily withheld In the case of 150, pend- 
ing further examination of their titles 
and description. Of the 354 which re- 
main, the greater part are orders of 
the Concordat anil exempt from regis 
tratlon. 

Of the 41.000,000 pesetas paid by the 
state to the church, about $0,000,000 
is devoted to the payment of incoae; 
$750,000 to building, maintenance, and 
repair of churches; $225,000 Is de- 
stined for religious seminaries; and 
some $25,000 is allotted to religious 
congregations, cloistered nuiiB, and 
others. The sum of a little over $1. 
000,000 is divided among the highei 
clergy, leaving less than $1,000,000 foi 
the ordinary priesthood. As the latter 
must number considerably over 20,000, 
the average Income of the secular 
priest cannot be more than $50. 

Nor does there seem to be much 
more margin for economy in the sal- 
aries paid to the superior clergy. 
There are nine archbishops, whose in- 
comes range from $8,000 to $5,600; 
there are 51 bishops who receive from 
$5,500 to $2,000; there are 60 deans

The church was originally 
built on its present site to accom- 
modate the villagers of both Warms- 
worth and Balby, the latter village 
being half a mile from the former. 

The tower was then placed in 
Warmsworth in order that the par- 
ishioners might hear the bell, which 
stops ringing a quarter of an hour 
before the service in order to enable 
the bell ringer to get to the church 
in time.

Governor Beckham ha? made the 
following statement in reply to an 
attack made upon him byJMr. Wat- 
terson in the Courier-Journal: 

In the campaign of slander and 
abuse being made against me I was 
not surprised to see the vicious and 
venomous editorial in the Courier- 
Journal of October 25, written by 
Mr. Watterson, the editor of the 
paper. In fact, over a month ago I 
predicted to my friends that he 

ould make such an attack in the 
closing days of the campaign. He 
not only looks after the editorial 
page of his paper, but in general su- 
perintends the editing of its news 
columns. 

'Whenever he has it in for any man 
or candidate he passes the word 
down the line for his force to go after 
that man who happens to be the ob- 
ject of his displeasure. For several 
days, in such a way, I have been the 
victim of his displeasure for reasons 
well known to him as well as to my- 
self. 

While I have always been an ad- 
mirer of his brilliant rhetorical tal- 
ents, I have never since I came into 
public life, been enamored of his sin- 
cerity or integrity as a political lead- 

'I have not been as responsive to 
his advice or ambitions as he thinks 
1 should have been. Borrowing his 
own phraseology in his telegram of 
ten years ago, I might say that 1, 
too, do not believe 'in any compro- 
mise with dishonor.' His attack, 
therefore, at this time, was not un- 
expected, for the news columns of 
his paper have foreshadowed it for 
some weeks. 

"In every way possible he has 
used the columns of his paper to be- 
little my candidacy and to exagger- 
ate that of my opponent. His viru- 
lent anger at me has allowed him to 
make his paper the most personal 
organ of any in the State. 
BASED ON CORRESPONDENT'S STORY, 

"While I may be unfortunate 
somewhat in being the object of his 
dislike, I am nevertheless inclined to 
believe that such a condition is not 
altogether to my dislike, 
itorial he takes as a text an alleged 
statement of mine about his paper 
in a recent speech. That speech was 
not taken in shorthand, and conse- 
quently he has attributed to me the 
words of his own correspondent as 
if they were the words I had used. 
I did, in that speech, refer to the 
fact that his paper was doing every- 
thing it could to advance the inter- 
est of my opponent, and to color ev- 
erything against me. 

"The vindictive spirit of this edi- 
torial clearly shows that he 



grievances against me for which he 
has never forgiven me. 

"Before my last nomination for 
Governor Mr. Watterson was an ea- 
ger and anxious candidate for that 
nomination. He made numerous ac- 
tive attempts to secure it, and there 
are too many who know it for him 
to deny it. He desired me to stand 
aside and support him for that of- 
fice. On different occasions two of 
his representatives and friends dis- 
cussed it with me with a purpose of 
having me stand aside in his favor. 
DECLINED TO STAND ASIDE. 
"I declined to do so, and on one 
occasion told one of them that while 
I had a kindly regard for Mr. Wat- 
terson, he hadn't a possible chance 
to win the nomination, and even if I 
should decline to run and support 
him he could not carry a county in 
the State, for the Democrats of the 
State would be overwhelmingly 
against him. 

"It is useless for him to attempt 
to deny this, because he told of his 
ambition to too many people. He 
has believed all along that I stood in 
the pathway of his ambition to be 
vernor, and has been unable to 
iceal his animosity. 
The second cause of his ill will 
happened two years ago last winter, 
when the Generil Assembly of Ken- 
tucky, by unanimous vote, invited 
W. J. Bryan to deliver an address in 
Frankfort. This was in the month 
of February. On two different days 
just before Mr. Bryan came to 
Frankfort, Mr. Watterson wrote 
leading editorials, viciously attack- 
ing the distinguished Nebraskan in a 
way that was scurrilous and abusive, 
equal in their bitterness to the many 
things said about Mr. Bryan in the 
campaign of 1896. 

ATTACK ON MR. BRYAN. 
He even went so far as to attack 
the personal integrity and private 
character of Mr. Bryan, and I believe 
that Mr. Watterson enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the only man who 
ever made such an attack on our 
party's leader. 

I was invited to introduce Mr. 
Bryan, and in doing so said this: 'It 
is both my privilege and a pleasure 
to introduce to you the foremost 
citizen of a nation; a man who 
though twice defeated for the Presi- 
dency, stands today closer to the 
great public heart than any living 
advocate of the rights of the people, 
and I voice the sentiment of Ken- 
tucky Democracy and Kentucky 
manhood when I repudiate and de- 
nounce action of the editor of the 
leading dady paper of the State, 
in making the visit of this distin- 
guished citizen an occasion to offer 
i a gratuitous insult.' 

OPPOSED SUNDAY CLOSING. 

From that time on the editor of 
the Courier-Journal, both on his 
editorial page and in his news coi- 
ning, has lost no opportunity to 
how his increased resentment to- 
ward me for those words. He oppos- 
ed me in the steps I took in regard 
to the enforcement of the Sunday 
closing law in the city of Louisville, 
and it has only been a few weeks ago 
that he wrote an editorial in his 
paper justifying the raising of the 
lid in that city. 

He and his paper have thrown cold 
water i n every way possible upon 
that movement. It is a cowardly 
fighter who hides behind the imper- 
sonal columns of a great daily to 
give vent to his malice and hatred to- 
ward some man. In his senile rage 
toward me he gave evidence of the 
decline and decadence of a man that 



was once great. He may And some 
revengeful gratification in what he 
predicts as my defeat on November 
6, but I have every confidence and 
belief that too many Democrats of 
this State know him, and know, too, 
that my opponent has always been 
In subservient and complacent pupil 
to permit him to enjoy such a pleas- 
ure. 

" I have stated these things mere- 
ly to show to the good Democrats 
of Kentucky the animus back of the 
man who controls the leading news- 
paper in tlrj State." 

LESS THAN TEN. 

Perry Ryan was the young- 
est War Veteran. 

The controversy as to who was th< 
youngest soldier of the Civil War 
probably has been settled in favor of 
Perry Ryan, Seattle, Wash. He 
enlisted as a drummer boy in Com- 
pany D, Twenty-fourth low a Volun- 
teers, on Aug 22, 1862, at the age of 
nine years and ten months.

PORTUGUESE FARMERS. 

Saviors of Portugal are Portu- 
gal's new farmers. In the south of 
the little kingdom a Berious attempt 
is being made to reclaim about 10,- 
000,000 acres, or 44 per cent, of the 
total area of Portugal. Some ener- 
;etic people, in combination with 
he municipal authorities, have set 
o work in the district of Serpa upon 
00,000 acres, dividing it into al- 
lotments of 15 acres each and let- 
ting it at a nominal rent, calculated 
according to the estimated value of 
land.
